APPROPRIATION FOR ALLEN OSBORN.

AN ACT for the Relief of Allen Osborn.

‘Wuerras, Allen Osborn, 1 resident of the cou tv of Har-
rison and state of Iowa, ws on o about the 1st of lMay, 1872,
called out and commanded by a peace officer to assist in arrest-
ing a pe'son charged with an assault with intent to commit mur-
der; ".ud

‘Wuereas, The said Allen Osborn, in obedience to the com-
mand of said peace officer, attempted to assist in maXking said
arrest ; and

‘Wuereas, The person charged with the commission of the
crime, as aforesaid, did, for the purpose of effecting his escape,
fire a 1evolver at the said Osborn, seriously wounding him by
breaking both bones of his left arm near the elbow, and dis-
abling him for life, so that he is wholly unable to support him-
self and family ; now, therefore,

Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembdly of the
State of Towa, That there be and is hereby appropriated, for the
use and benefit of the said Allen Osborn, the sum of one thou-
sand dollars out of any moneys in the state treasury not other-
wise appropriated, and that the auditor of state be and is hereby
authorized to draw his warrant for the same.

Sec. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance
shall take effecy and be in force on and after its publication in
The Towa State Register and Leader, newspapers published in
Des Moines.
